Clinton: World must act on 
S. Korean ship sinking

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
Wednesday the world must 
respond to the “unacceptable 
provocation” represented by 
the sinking of a South Korean 
warship blamed on Pyongyang, 
as the regime unleashed more 
blistering rhetoric against Seoul 
and Washington. Tension on 
the divided Korean peninsula 
has risen dramatically since 
international investigators said 


last week that a torpedo fired by 
a North Korean submarine tore 
apart and sank the South Korean 
warship Cheonan on March 
26, killing 46 sailors. Relations 
are at their lowest point in a 
decade, when South Korea 
began reaching out to the North 
with unconditional aid as part 
of reconciliation efforts. South 
Korean President Lee Myung- 
bak has taken a harder line against 
Pyongyang since taking office in 
2008 amid delays in the North’s 
promised denuclearization and 
has suspended aid.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida (AP) — Space shuttle Atlantis 
returned from orbit for the last time Wednesday, closing out a 
25-year flying career and safely bringing back six astronauts 
who boosted the International Space Station’s power and size. 
The smooth landing was indicative of the entire 12-day mission 
— NASA’s third-to-last shuttle flight. 

“That was pretty sweet,” Mission Control radioed after Atlantis 
glided through a clear morning sky and rolled down the 
runway.

COVINGTON, Louisiana 
(AP) — BP started pumping 
heavy mud into a leaking Gulf 
of Mexico well Wednesday 
and said everything was going 
as planned in the company’s 
boldest attempt yet to plug 
the gusher that has spewed 


millions of gallons of oil over 
the last five weeks. 

BP hoped the mud could 
overpower the steady stream 
of oil, but chief executive Tony 
Hayward said it would be at 
least 24 hours before officials 
know whether the attempt has 
been successful. The company 
wants to eventually inject 


cement into the well to seal it. 
“I’m sure many of you have 
been watching the plume,” 
Hayward said from Houston. 
“All I can say is it is unlikely 
to give us any real indication 
of what is going on. Either 
increases or decreases are not 
an indicator of either success 
or failure at this time.” 

The stakes are high. Fishermen, 
hotel and restaurant owners, 
politicians and residents 
along the coast are fed up 
with BP’s so far ineffective 
attempts to stop the oil leak 
that sprang after an offshore 
drilling rig exploded April 20. 
Eleven workers were killed, 
and by the most conservative 
estimate, 7 million gallons 
of crude have spilled into 
the Gulf, fouling Louisiana’s 
marshes and coating birds and 
other wildlife. 

“We’re doing everything we 
can to bring it to closure, 
and actually we’re executing 
this top kill job as efficiently 
and effectively as we can,” 


BP Chief Operating Officer 
Suttles said Wednesday night. 
The top kill has worked above 
ground but has never before 
been tried 5,000 feet beneath 
the sea. Company officials 
peg its chance of success at 60 
to 70 percent. 

President Barack Obama said 
“there’s no guarantees” it will 
work. 

The president planned a trip 
to Louisiana on Friday. 

“We’re going to bring every 
resource necessary to put a 
stop to this thing,” he said. 
Meanwhile, dozens of witness 
statements obtained by The 
Associated Press show that 
a combination of equipment 
failure and a deference to the 
chain of command impeded 
the system that should have 
stopped the gusher before 
it became an environmental 
disaster. 

Alive video stream Wednesday 
showed pictures of the blowout 
preventer, as well as the oil 
gushing out. At other times, 


the feed showed mud spewing 
out, but BP said this was not 
cause for alarm. 

A weak spot in the blowout 
preventer could blow under 
the pressure, causing a brand 
new leak. 

Gene Beck, a petroleum 
engineering professor at Texas 
A&M University, said the 
endeavor would likely fail 
quickly if the mud could not 
overcome the pressure of the 
oil. 

“The longer it goes, maybe the 
better news that is,” he said. 
Frustration with BP and the 
federal government has only 
grown since efforts to stop the 
leak have failed. 

Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jindal 
and Plaquemines Parish 
President Billy Nungesser, 
both outspoken critics, led a 
boat tour around the oil-fouled 
delta near the mouth of the 
Mississippi River. Some 100 
miles of Louisiana coastline 
had been hit by the oil, the 
Coast Guard said.Q

“That was a suiting end to an 
incredible mission.” 
Commander Kenneth Ham 
said he was ready to turn the 
shuttle over to the ground 
teams and get Atlantis “back 
in the barn for a little bit.” 
Mission Control had 
monitored storms throughout 
the early hours, but they 
dissipated by daybreak and 
remained at a safe distance. 
The cockpit erupted in cheers 
when Mission Control finally 
radioed up the “go” to come 
home. 

About 1,200 guests lined the 
Kennedy Space Center runway 
to welcome Atlantis and its 
crew home, the maximum 
allowable crowd. The lead 
flight directors for the space 
station construction mission 
came in from Houston for the 
event. Space center employees 
wore white ribbons with the 
name “Atlantis” and its picture 
embossed in gold. 

“The legacy of Atlantis now 
in the history books,” Mission 
Control’s commentator 

announced at touchdown. 

This was Atlantis’ 32nd 
journey; the shuttle logged 
its 120-millionth mile shortly 
after midnight. Only two 
shuttle missions remain, by 
NASA’s two other spaceships. 
NASA is pushing for one 
more flight for Atlantis, which 
would need White House 
approval. The astronauts 
accomplished everything they 
set out to do after rocketing 


into orbit May 14. 

Atlantis — the fourth in 
NASA’s shuttle series — is 
ending its run after having 
spent an accumulated 294 
days in orbit and circled Earth 
4,648 times. It’s carried 189 
astronauts and visited the 
International Space Station 11 
times. It also flew seven times 
to Russia’s old Mir station 
and once to the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 

The shuttle added another 
4.8 million miles this time 
around. 

As a tribute to their ship, the 
astronauts flew a small U.S. 
flag that accompanied Atlantis 
into orbit on its maiden 
voyage in 1985, as well as a 
couple tool bins full of shuttle 
mementos. 

Sir Isaac Newton even got in on 
the act, albeit posthumously. 
British-born astronaut Piers 
Sellers flew a wood chip from 
the actual tree from which an 
apple fell nearly 350 years 
ago and inspired Newton to 
discover the law of gravity. 
Once Atlantis is back in the 
hangar, it will be prepped for 
a potential rescue mission 
for what’s currently slated to 
be the final shuttle flight by 
Endeavour. Endeavour’s trip 
is targeted for November, but 
NASA managers will reassess 
the date in another week or 
two. 

The only other flight on the 
books is a supply run to the 
space station by Discovery in 
September. That date also is 
being evaluated.

Both of those missions 
have payload issues that are 
threatening to cause delays. 

NASA would like to fly 
Atlantis again in June 2011, 
provided no rescue mission 
is needed for Endeavour’s 
flight. It would be one last 
supply run with a four-person 
crew that could camp out at 
the space station in the event 
of serious shuttle damage and 
return to Earth in Russian 
Soyuz capsules. 

Atlantis’ ultimate destination 
will be a museum somewhere 
in America. 

The space station—98 percent 
complete now in terms of 
living space—will lose half of 
its six-person crew in another 
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week. Three astronauts will 
return to Kazakhstan aboard 
a Soyuz on June 2, and their 
replacements will fly up two 
weeks after that. 

Americans will keep hitching 
rides on Russian rockets until

Obama’s new security strategy breaks with Bush

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama 
is breaking with the go-it- 
alone Bush years in a new 
strategy for keeping the 
U.S. safe, counting more 
on allies to tackle terrorism 
and other global problems. 
It is an approach that 
already has proved tricky 
in practice. 

The administration’s 

National Security Strategy, 
a summary of which was 
obtained Wednesday by 
The Associated Press, 
also for the first time adds 
homegrown terrorism 
to the familiar menu of 
threats facing the nation — 
international terror, nuclear 
weapons proliferation, 
economic instability, 
global climate change and 
an erosion of democratic 
freedoms abroad. 

From mustering NATO 
forces for Afghanistan 
to corralling support to 
pressure North Korea to 
give up its illicit nuclear 
weapons program, the U.S. 
has sometimes struggled 
in leaning on friends and 
allies in recent years. 
Still, the new strategy 
breaks with some previous 
administrations in putting 
heavy emphasis on the 
value of global cooperation, 
developing wider security 
partnerships and helping 
other nations provide for 
their own defense. 

In his first 16 months in 
office, Obama has pursued a 
strategyofgentlepersuasion, 
sometimes summarized as 
“engagement.” 


His administration has 
attended more closely to 
ties with Europe, sought 
a “reset” of relations with 
Russia, pushed harder to 
restart stalled Mideast peace 
talks and consulted widely 
on a roadmap for defeating 
the Taliban in Afghanistan. 
Obama’s critics, however, 
assert that his policies have 
largely failed, given the 
continued defiance of Iran 
and North Korea on nuclear 
development, the stalemate 
in Afghanistan and rising 
worries about terrorist 
attacks at home. 

Presidents use their national 
security strategy to set 
broad goals and priorities 
for keeping Americans 
safe. But the document isn’t 


an academic exercise: it 
has far-reaching effects on 
spending, defense policies 
and security strategy. 

For example, President 
George W. Bush’s 2002 
strategy document spelled 
out a doctrine of pre¬ 
emptive war. 

“We must be prepared to 
stop rogue states and their 
terrorist clients before they 
are able to threaten or use 
weapons of mass destruction 
against the United States 
and our allies and friends,” 
the Bush strategy said, 
with Iraq clearly in mind. 
The following year U.S. 
forces invaded, launching 
a conflict that has lasted far 
longer and cost far more 
money and lives than Bush 
intended. 

Obama’s new strategy 
is expected to repudiate, 
at least implicitly, that 
doctrine. 

Bush, too, valued alliances. 
But some of his action, 
especially the U.S.-led 
invasion of Iraq, ripped 
holes in the fabric of 
U.S. foreign relations, 
particularly in Europe. 

Bush pursued what he called 
“a distinctly American 
internationalism.” One of 
the central pillars of his 


national security strategy 
— spelled out in 2002 and 
repeated in 2006 — was a 
call to “strengthen alliances 
to defeat global terrorism” 
and to “work with others to 
defuse regional conflict.” 
But because of Iraq, the 
indefinite detention of terror 
suspects at Guantanamo Bay 
and other actions, the Bush 
administration estranged 
some traditional allies — a 
situation exploited by U.S. 
foes. 

John Brennan, the 

White House’s top 

counterterrorism adviser, 
said Wednesday that the 
administration would add 
combating homegrown 
terrorism to its strategy. 
Terror attacks like the 
shooting at s Texas military 
base last year, which killed 
13 bystanders, as well as 
the failed bombing in New 
York’s Times Square on May 
1, have thrust homegrown 
terrorism into the spotlight, 
and U.S. citizens like 
Najibullah Zazi and David 
Headley have been charged 
with plotting terror attacks. 
Obama’s revision would be 
thefirsttimethathomegrown 
terror threats were a pillar 
of the document. President 
Bill Clinton did not mention 


domestic terrorism in his 
1998 revision, even though 
the Oklahoma City bombing 
had occurred just three 
years earlier. Bush made 
only passing reference to 
homegrown terrorism in 
his final national security 
strategy, published in 2006. 
Brennan, speaking at the 
Center for Strategic and 
International Studies, did 
not disclose specifics of 
Obama’s strategy paper. But 
he hinted at its philosophical 
underpinnings. Denouncing 
al-Qaida as “a small band 
of cowards,” Brennan said 
the U.S. would defeat the 
militant network while 
maintaining “our values as 
a nation.” 

Obama’s document 

enshrines principles 

and policies that he has 
advocated since his election 
campaign. It will be the 
foundation for a National 
Military Strategy document, 
due soon. 

The strategy makes it clear 
the United States intends 
to maintain the world’s 
most powerful military, 
with unsurpassed reach and 
capability despite being 
stretched by two wars and 
other challenges. 

Obama touched on many 
of the themes in the 
new strategy during a 
commencement address 
Saturday to graduating 
cadets at the U.S. Military 
Academy. 

The U.S. must shape a 
world order relying as much 
on the persuasiveness of 
its diplomacy as the might 
of its military, he said. All 
hands are required to solve 
the world’s newest threats: 
terrorism, the spread of 
nuclear weapons, climate 
change and feeding and 
caring for a growing world 
population, he added. 
Obama said the men 
and women who wear 
America’s uniform cannot 
bear that responsibility by 
themselves. “The rest of us 
must do our part,” he said. 
“The burdens of this century 
cannot fall on our soldiers 
alone. It also cannot fall 
on American shoulders 
alone.’Q 
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U.S. state argues against federal gay marriage ban

BOSTON - The 
Massachusetts attorney 
general asked a judge 
Wednesday to strike down 
a federal gay marriage ban, 
arguing it interferes with 
the right of states to define 
marriage and have those 
marriages acknowledged by 
the federal government. 

The challenge to the 
constitutionality of the 
Defense of Marriage Act by 
Attorney General Martha 
Coakley’s office was heard in 
federal court in Boston. 
Assistant Attorney General 
Maura Healey argued states 
have historically had the right 
to define marriage. 

She said the 1996 law could 
result in the denial of Medicaid 
and other benefits to married 
couples in Massachusetts, 
where same-sex unions have 
been legal since 2004. 

A lawyer from the U. S. Justice 
Department, Christopher 
Hall, argued the federal 
government has the right to 
set eligibility requirements 


for federal benefits — 
including requiring that those 
benefits only go to couples in 
marriages between a man and 
a woman. 

Hall also pointed to instances 
where the federal government 
has regulated the definition 
of marriage in certain 
immigration cases. 

It is the second time this 
month that a challenge to the 
federal law, also known as 
DOMA, has been heard in a 
federal court. 

Earlier this month, gay 
rights groups launched their 
own challenge before the 
same judge, arguing the law 
unconstitutionally denies 
gay couples federal benefits 
available to other married 
couples. 

An estimated 15,000 same- 
sex couples have been 
married in Massachusetts. 
Healey argued the federal 
law not only intrudes on an 
area of core state sovereignty, 
but “forces Massachusetts to 
discriminate against its own 
citizens.”

Officials announce bust 
of major child porn ring

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Federal 
prosecutors announced Wednesday that they 
had broken up a major online international 
child pornography ring that operated as a 
hierarchy and at its peak had more than 1,000 
members trading millions of sexually explicit 
images. 

More than 50 people have been arrested in 
several U.S. states since the 2008 start of the 
investigation, and authorities are seeking the 
extradition of several suspects from overseas, 
U.S. Attorney Tim Morrison said at a news 
conference. He was joined by immigration 
and postal officials, whose agencies took part 
in the investigation. 

“This is the largest crimes against children 
case brought anywhere by anyone,” Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Steven D. DeBrota said. 

One suspect, 47-year-old Edward Oedewaldt, 
was detained April 23 in Arcadia, Louisiana, 
and was due in court Wednesday in 
Indianapolis to be charged. Oedewaldt’s 
attorney, Howard Bergstein, declined to 
comment Wednesday. 

DeBrota said the government is seeking the 


extradition of several suspects from abroad, 
although he didn’t specify from which 
countries. Among them is the group’s alleged 
ringleader, Delwin Savigar, who is serving a 
14-year prison term in England for sexually 
assaulting three underage girls, he said. 
DeBrota said Savigar administered a 
password-protected website where members 
could access collections of sexual images 

— some including as many as a million files 

— share their fantasies about having sex with 
children and give advise each other about 
how to build their collections and avoid 
getting caught. 

The group had about 1,000 members at its 
peak, and about 500 when U.S. officials 
took down the website in 2008, DeBrota 
said. It was hierarchical, and higher-ranking 
members had more advanced privileges. 
Group members generally knew each other 
only by their screen names, Morrison said. 
The investigation was kept sealed for so 
long to avoid tipping off suspects. A rapid- 
response computer forensics team led by the 
Indiana State Police traced the groups’ high- 
ranking members from one computer to the 
next, DeBrota said. □ 


always had exclusive control 
over defining and regulating 
marriage.” 

Healey cited the case of a 
military veteran who has 
asked that he and his same- 
sex spouse be buried in a 
veterans’ cemetery when 
they die, a privilege offered 
other married veterans. She 
said the state has decided to 
authorize the burial, even 
though it risks losing federal 
money for doing so. 

“Why? Because it’s the right 
thing to do,” she said. “We 
are now subject to forfeiture 
and lose of funds.” 

Hall argued the law doesn’t 
intrude on states’ sovereignty 
because it doesn’t bar them 
from legalizing same-sex 
marriages. 

Hall also argued that by 
approving the 1996 marriage 
law, Congress didn’t preclude 
revisiting the potentially 
divisive issue in the future 
when there might be more of 
a national consensus. 
“Congress decided to freeze 
the status quo and let the 
democratic process work 
itself out at the state level,” 
he said. 

Hall defended the federal 
government’s right to set 
eligibility requirements for 
federal funds — noting that 


Hall acknowledged the law 
sets a different marriage 
standard for state and federal 
governments. 

Tauro also pressed Hall on the 
case of the veteran, asking if 
the federal government had 
an interest in “perpetuating 
heterosexuality in the 
graveyard.” 

When Hall tried to argue that 
the state faced no immediate 
harm by authorizing the 
burial since the Obama 
administration opposes 
the law and is pushing for 
its repeal, Tauro pressed 
him on what constituted an 
immediate threat. 

“Do you have to wait until 
the dirt from the shovel is in 
the grave?” Tauro said. 

The judge also took issue 
with status quo argument, 
saying that preserving it 
in 1996 could have meant 
preserving the right of states 
to define marriage and have 
those marriages recognized 
by other states and the federal 
government. 

Tauro hasn’t indicated 
when he would rule on the 
challenges. Q

UK gov’t discloses size of its nuclear stockpile

LONDON (AP) — Britain 
offered its first public 
accounting of its nuclear 
arsenal Wednesday, disclosing 
that it has a stockpile of 225 
warheads in a move that offers 
transparency to non-nuclear 
states in hope of winning 
stricter global controls on the 
spread of atomic weapons. 

The announcement, made 
without fanfare in the House 
of Commons, follows the 
Obama administration ’ s 

disclosure that the United 
States has stockpiled 5,113 
nuclear warheads and 
“several thousand” more 
retired warheads awaiting the 
junk pile — the first public 
description of the secretive 
arsenal bom in the Cold War 
and now shrinking rapidly. 

The U.S. made the 
announcement at the May 
3 opening of a five-year 
review of the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty, 
considered the cornerstone of 
global disarmament efforts, 
where Washington and its 
allies are seeking stronger 
measures to prevent the 
spread of nuclear arms. Britain 
made its announcement as 
the monthlong conference at 
the United Nations nears an 
end on Friday, with intense 
debate under way on a final 
document. “We believe that 
the time is now right to be 
more open about the weapons 
we hold,” Foreign Secretary 
William Hague told the House 
of Commons. “We judge that 
this will assist in building 
a climate of tmst between 
nuclear and non-nuclear 
weapons states and contribute, 
therefore, to future efforts to 


reduce the number of nuclear 
weapons worldwide.” 

Britain had earlier disclosed 
that it possessed 160 
operational warheads, but 
Hague’s comments that the 
country’s “overall stockpile 
of nuclear warheads will not 
exceed 225 warheads” was 
the first time the maximum 
size of the total stockpile was 
revealed. The Foreign Office 
later said the 225 figure was 
the number of warheads the 
country now holds. 

Countries that don’t possess 
nuclear weapons have long 
demanded more openness 
from the nuclear-weapon states 
— the U.S., Britain, France, 
Russia and China — about the 
size and nature of their arsenals 
as an essential step toward 
nuclear disarmament, which 
is a key plank in the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. Four 
other nations have or are 
suspected of having atomic 
arms — Israel, India, Pakistan 
and North Korea. 

British Foreign Office Minister 
Alistair Burt told a briefing for 
U.N. reporters that Hague sent 
him to New York as the treaty 
review conference nears an end 
to emphasize the importance 
of the announcement in the 
House of Commons. 

“We are very conscious 
that everything relating to 
nonproliferation depends on 
confidence, the confidence 
between those who are parties 
to the treaty, those who are 
nuclear weapon states and 
those who are not,” Burt said. 
The new British government 
also is conscious that, over 
the last decade, the treaty had 
come under pressure with no 
outcome from the 2005 review 
conference, Burt said. 

“We wanted to make an 


immediate and positive 
contribution to that process,” he 
said. For that reason, Burt said 
that Hague announced “two 
particularly strong confidence¬ 
building measures” — the 
maximum number of warheads 
in Britain’s stockpile and a 
review of the government’s 
policy on the use of weapons. 
On the nuclear arsenal, Burt 
said, “until this moment that 
number has always been kept 
secret.” 

“The foreign secretary 
has today revealed that 
number openly as part of our 
determination to be as open 
and transparent as a nuclear 
weapon-holding state in this 
process,” he said. 

Burt stressed that Britain holds 
only 1 percent of the world’s 
stock of nuclear weapons 
and “the explosive power of 
Britain’s stockpile has been 
reduced by something like 75 
percent since the end of the 
Cold War.” 

On the policy review, he said, 
Britain’s position has always 
been that “the use of nuclear 
weapons would only be in the 
most extreme circumstances 
of self defense following 
attack in certain particular 
circumstances.” 

Hague has now offered “a 
review and a discussion” of 
that policy, Burt said. 

Asked whether Britain’s 
decision to disclose its arsenal 
was made in consultation 
with the United States, he 
said the five nuclear powers 
continually talk to each other. 
Burt, part of the new coalition 
government that took power 
earlier this month, said Britain 
was encouraged by the U.S.- 
Russian agreement in April 
to further reduce their nuclear 
arsenals. □ 
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Officials say Israel will 
stop flotilla for Gaza

JERUSALEM (AP)—Israel’s 
navy will stop a flotilla heading 
for Gaza with 10,000 tons of 
supplies and pro-Palestinian 
activists intent on breaking a 
three-year blockade of Gaza, 
officials said Wednesday, 
in the first definitive Israeli 
pledge to stop the boats. 

The officials said if the flotilla 
of eight ships does not turn 
back, the boats will be hauled 
to an Israeli port, the activists 
sent back to their countries 
and the supplies transferred 
to Gaza by land. The 
officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity according to 
military rules. The flotilla is 
expected to approach Gaza 
over the weekend. Organizers 
say they are hauling supplies 
including building materials 
that are not allowed into 
the territory because of the 
blockade. Greta Berlin, one of 
the organizers, said the cargo 
ships are carrying cement, 
prefab homes, lumber, window 
frames, paper for printing 
school books, children’s toys, 
a full dentist’s office, electric 
wheelchairs and high-end 
medical equipment. 

Among the passengers are 
lawmakers from a dozen 
European countries, a 
Holocaust survivor in her 80s, 
a Nobel Peace Prize laureate 
and a retired U.S. army 
colonel, Berlin said. 

Israel and Egypt cordoned 
off the territory three years 
ago after the Islamic militant 
Hamas overran the territory. 
Despite the blockade, Israel 
allows in what it classifies 
as “humanitarian supplies” 
and claims there is no crisis 
of shortages in Gaza. Israel 
charges the flotilla is a 
propaganda exercise. 

After letting a few boats 
reach Gaza, the Israelis have 
intercepted several since 
December 2008, following the 
same procedure the officials 
outlined in their plans for the 
current attempt. The officials 
indicated they were aware of 
the potential public relations 


fiasco that would follow a 
violent confrontation on the 
high seas between heavily 
armed Israeli sailors and 
civilian activists, saying the 
navy commander instructed 
his forces to “operate with 
the utmost sensitivity and 


not be drawn into needless 
provocations.” 

They said the boat crews 
would be warned several 
times as they approach Gaza, 
but Israeli forces would board 
them and take control if 
necessary. □

South Korea, backed by the 
U.S., Japan and other allies, 
began implementing a package 
of punitive measures against 
the North on Tuesday — 
ranging from slashing trade, 
resuming propaganda warfare 
and barring the North’s cargo 
ships. Those were seen as 
among the strongest it could 
implement short of military 
action. 

“This was an unacceptable 
provocation by North 
Korea, and the international 
community has a responsibility 
and a duty to respond,” Clinton 
told reporters in Seoul, the 
final leg of a three-nation 
Asian tour. 

South Korea’s measures “are 
absolutely appropriate and 
they have the full support of 
the United States.” 

Later Wednesday, North Korea 
again called the investigation 
results a “fabrication” and 
accused President Barack 
Obama’s administration of 
being behind a plot to pinpoint 
the North as the culprit to 
bolster its military presence in 
the region. 

“As a matter of fact, the Obama 
administration is straining the 
situation in a bid to beef up its 
forces in the region and tighten 
its military domination,” the 
official Korean Central News 
Agency said in a commentary. 
It did not mention Clinton’s 
trip. 

North Korea, which has 
vowed to retaliate against 
any punishment for the ship 
sinking, has declared it is 
cutting relations with South 
Korea, starting “all-out 
counterattacks” against the 
South’s psychological warfare 
operations and barring South 
Korean ships and airliners 
from passing through its 
territory. 

On Wednesday, the North 
cut off some cross-border 
communication links and 
expelled eight South Korean 
government officials from 
a joint factory park in the 
North Korean border city of 
Kaesong. 

TheNorth’smilitary also issued 
a statement warning it would 
“totally ban” the passage of 
South Korean personnel and 
vehicles to Kaesong if Seoul 
does not stop psychological 
warfare operations. It also 
said it would “blow up” any 


propaganda loudspeakers 
South Korea installs at the 
border. 

“We will never tolerate the 
slightest provocations of our 
enemies, and will answer 
to that with all-out war,” 
Maj. Gen. Pak Chan Su, a 
Korean War veteran, said 
in Pyongyang, according to 
footage from APTN. “This 
is the firm standpoint of our 
People’s Army.” 

Ordinary citizens also had 
harsh words for the South. 
“The South Korean puppet 
authorities are raving like a 
mad man, linking the sinking 
of the Cheonan with us but the 
truth will be revealed,” said 
Ri Gyong Dole, a Pyongyang 
resident. “We value inter- 
Korean relations, but the 
puppet authorities challenging 
and scheming for a war — this 
cannot be tolerated.” 

South Korea’s military said 
there were no signs of unusual 
activity by North Korean 
troops. The North and South 
have technically remained at 
war since the 1950-53 Korean 
War ended with an armistice 
rather than a peace treaty. 
Despite the harsh rhetoric 
and threats, North Korea 
still allowed South Korean 
workers to cross the border 
to enter the Kaesong complex 
Wednesday. Another border 
crossing on the eastern side of 
the peninsula remained open, 
according to South Korea’s 
Unification Ministry. 
TheNorth’s statement Tuesday 
saying it would sever ties did 
not refer to the approximately 
800 South Korean company 
managers and workers at 
Kaesong. Seoul excluded 
the complex — the last 
remaining major inter-Korean 
reconciliation project — from 
its retaliatory measures. 

The North’s threat to cut off 
access to the factory zone is 
seen as worrisome as it could 
potentially strand some of the 
South Koreans, who mostly 
commute to the facility, about 
an hour’s drive from Seoul. 
South Korea wants to bring 
North Korea before the U.N. 
Security Council over the 
sinking, and has U.S. support. 
The U.S. has said evidence of 
the North’s culpability in the 
sinking is overwhelming, but 
key North Korean ally China 
has said it is still weighing 
evidence and has done little 
but urge calm on all sides. 


“I believe that the Chinese 
understand the seriousness 
of this issue and are willing 
to listen to the concerns 
expressed by both South Korea 
and the United States,” said 
Clinton, who visited China 
before coming to Seoul. “We 
expect to be working with 
China as we move forward in 
fashioning a response.” 

Senior U.S. officials speaking 
after strategic talks this week 
in Beijing predicted that 
China will gradually endorse 
the view that North Korea 
should be held accountable for 
the torpedo attack. They spoke 


on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitive nature 
of the discussions. 

The U.S. and South Korea are 
planning two major military 
exercises off the Korean 
peninsula in a display of 
force intended to deter future 
aggression by North Korea, 
the White House said. The 
U.S. has 28,500 troops in 
South Korea. 

For Pyongyang, a strengthened 
U.S.-South Korea alliance 
following the sinking “must 
feel like a noose tightening 
around its neck,” said Lee 
Sang-man, a professor at 


Chung-Ang University in 
Seoul and an expert on the 
North. 

Lee, however, said the ongoing 
tension will eventually be 
defused through resumed 
talks between the Koreas. He 
pointed to 1994, when former 
President Jimmy Carter visited 
Pyongyang and helped restore 
calm amid a crisis that erupted 
after North Korea said it would 
withdraw from the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty. 

“Just when it felt like a war 
was about to break out, the 
two Koreas started talking 
again,” he said.Q 


Peru indigenous leader 
detained on return home

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Indian leader Alberto 
Pizango was detained Wednesday upon 
arrival in Peru’s capital from Nicaragua, 
where he fled 11 months ago to avoid charges 
over violent protests against proposed oil and 
gas exploration in the Amazon. 

The protest leader was taken into custody at 
the airport and whisked to a police station. 
He was accompanied on the flight by U.S 
actress Q’orianka Kilcher, whose father is a 
Peruvian Indian. Neither Pizango nor Kilcher 
spoke to the press. 

Before leaving Nicaragua, which granted him 
political asylum, Pizango told state media 
that he had decided to return because “I think 
that I have waited too long and will make this 
enormous sacrifice that has cost me and is 
costing me so much.” 

Pizango fled to Nicaragua last July after 
Peruvian authorities charged him with 
sedition and rebellion for allegedly instigating 


violence during protests the previous month 
in the jungle city of Bagua. The clashes killed 
23 police officers and 10 civilians, according 
to government figures. 

The violence erupted when police moved 
in to break up a road blockade manned by 
protesters opposed to decrees by President 
Alan Garcia’s government designed to 
spur oil and gas exploration on indigenous 
ancestral lands. 

On Wednesday, groups of Pizango’s 
supporters and opponents gathered outside 
Lima’s international airport to greet his 
arrival. 

His supporters shouted “Garcia guilty! 
Pizango freedom!” 

Opponents of Pizango accused the indigenous 
leader of instigating the violence and called 
for his prosecution. 

“He must be held accountable for the deaths 
of our family members,” said Ronnie Garcia, 
a relative of one of the policemen killed in 
Bagua.Q 
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Ex-dictator’s party biggest bloc in Suriname vote

PARAMARIBO, Suriname 
(AP) — Allies of former 
dictator Desi Bouterse 
have overtaken Suriname’s 
governing coalition in 
parliamentary elections, 
positioning him to run for 
president despite a pending 
trial in the execution of 15 
opponents in the 1980s. 
Bouterse, who previously 
was convicted by a Dutch 
court of drug trafficking, has 
declined to say whether he 
will seek the South American 
nation’s top job — a process 
that would require alliances 
with other parties. 

His Mega Combination 
coalition won 23 of the 51 
seats in parliament to become 
the largest bloc, according to 
preliminary results released 
Wednesday. 

Voters who remember 
Bouterse’s leftist military 
regime in the 1980s as a time 
of economic instability and 
human rights abuses were 
startled by the outcome, 
despite pre-election polls 
favoring Bouterse’s party. 

“I was shocked, but now I 
say to myself and others, let 
it be,” said retired insurance 
worker Frank Jong Ly. 


“If people want this, then 
let them have it. But they 
will have to deal with the 
consequences when they 
come.” 

Suriname’s president is 
chosen by a two-thirds vote 
in parliament. Since no 
faction has that share, the 
parties must negotiate to 
choose a new leader. The 
process could take as long 
as several weeks because 
lawmakers must first be 
sworn in and no date has 
been set. 

Bouterse is chairman of 
the National Democratic 
Party, the largest opposition 
party, which held 15 seats in 
parliament before Tuesday’s 
vote. He boosted his 
following, primarily among 
young and poor people, with 
populist promises for more 
jobs and affordable housing. 
Taxi driver Dennis Fernand, 
36, said he was thrilled by 
the election results. 

“Now the country will be 
run in such a way that it 
will benefit everyone living 
here,” he said. 

Bouterse, 64, expressed 
interest in the presidency 
in recent years, but he 
has not been clear about 
his intentions since the 


campaign began. 

“I’m not thinking about that 
right now. If it happens, we 
will see in the near future,” 
Bouterse said as he cast his 
ballot Tuesday afternoon. 
The governing New Front 
coalition won 14 seats. 
President Ronald Venetiaan, 
who was not seeking a third 
consecutive term in the top 
job, has said his party will 
not work with Bouterse’s 
party as long as the former 
dictator is in control. 
Observers with the 
Organization of American 
States said Tuesday’s voting 
was peaceful and reported 
no irregularities. 

Bouterse seized control of 
Suriname in 1980, five years 
after it gained independence 
from the Netherlands. 
He stepped down under 
international pressure in 
1987, then briefly seized 
power again in 1990. 

In 1999, he was convicted in 
a Dutch court of trafficking 
cocaine from Suriname to 
the Netherlands, but he has 
avoided an 11-year prison 
sentence because both 
countries prohibit extradition 
of each others’ citizens. 
Dutch Foreign Minister 
Maxime Verhagen said

Wednesday that the 
Netherlands respects the 
will of the electorate, but 
added that “the past can not 
be forgotten.” 

“Mr. Bouterse has been 
sentenced to an 11- 
year prison term in the 
Netherlands for drug dealing, 
and in Suriname a case about 
the murders of December 
1982 is still proceeding. We 
cannot brush all that away,” 
Verhagen said. 

Bouterse and 11 others are 
standing trial on murder 
charges for the execution 
of 15 prominent political 
opponents in 1982. The 
trial is scheduled to resume 


at a naval base outside 
Paramaribo in June. Bouterse 
has denied any involvement, 
but he accepted political 
responsibility in a 2007 
public apology. 

The U.S. State Department 
congratulated Suriname on 
what it said were peaceful, 
well-organized elections and 
noted the results are the first 
of several steps to determine 
the country’s next leader. 
“We do not think it is 
appropriate to comment 
further as Suriname’s 
democratic process is 
continuing to unfold,” 
spokeswoman Virginia

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Elton John performance in 
Morocco raises outcry

RABAT, Morocco - A concert 
by Elton John is testing the 
limits of Morocco’s drive 
for modernity, probing this 
Muslim nation’s complex and 
ambiguous attitudes toward 
homosexuality like rarely 
before. 

Islamists in the North African 
kingdom are outraged by the 
gay pop star’s visit, while 
the royal palace, government 
and his many fans back his 
appearance Wednesday night. 
It’s part of a tussle between 
conservatives and modernizers 
in a nation that criminalizes 
homosexuality but has long 
been famous for a swinging 
party scene. Morocco has 
attracted gay celebrities such 
as designer Yves Saint Laurent 
and writer Paul Bowles, and 
recently saw the launch of its 
first gay magazine. 

Across the Islamic world, 
strictly hidden but sometimes 


tacitly tolerated traditions of 
homosexuality are surfacing 
fitfully — and John’s concert 
is the latest litmus test. 

The public dispute between 
organizers for the Mawazine 
Festival that invited John and 
the Justice and Development 
Party, or PJD, Morocco’s 
largest authorized Islamist 
group, illustrates the growing 
rift between Western-leaning 
Moroccan authorities and the 
more conservative Muslim 
movements that are on the rise 
in the kingdom. 

“This singer is famous for 
his homosexual behavior 
and for advocating it,” said 
Mustapha Ramid, a leader and 
spokesman for the PJD, the 
biggest opposition party with 
40 lawmakers in parliament. 
“We’re a rather open party, 
but promoting homosexuality 
is completely unacceptable,” 
Ramid told The Associated 
Press in a telephone interview. 
Ramid said homosexuality is 
against Muslim values, and he 
feared the British singer would 


“encourage the phenomenon” 
and be a bad influence for 
Moroccan youth. Like nearly 
all Arab and Muslim countries, 
Morocco is officially hostile to 
homosexuality. Homosexual 
practices are a crime punishable 
by fines and prison sentences 
of six months to three years. 
In practice, however, such 
penalties are almost never 
applied, and Morocco has 
a long history of leniency 
toward homosexuality or other 
practices forbidden by Islam, 
like drinking alcohol. 

Though most observers 
consider homosexuality 
common in the Arab world, 
most Arab countries frequently 
crack down on gays. Simply 
mentioning the topic is often 
taboo, and Morocco is viewed 
as an exception simply by 
allowing the public debate. 
Moroccan officials dismissed 
the calls to ban John from 
performing. 

“We deal with artists and 
intellectuals for what they do,

Review: Prince of Persia’ slips from memory

As we await the eventual 
arrival of “Donkey Kong: The 
Musical!” — which surely 
must be coming someday, 
right? — yet another movie 
based on a video game, 
“Prince of Persia: The Sands 
of Time,” arrives in theaters.

There’s 
nothing terribly memorable 
about “Prince of Persia”; 
recalling the plot a half-hour 
afterward might require some 
effort. Somewhere beneath 
all the fake, glossy effects 
— which in no way suggest 
anything even remotely 
resembling a tangible reality

— there must be a story and 
characters and, you know, 
acting. Jake Gyllenhaal, as our 
courageous and resourceful 
hero Dastan, always has an 
engaging presence about 
him — those big, blue eyes, 
that goofy smile — and that 
sweetness helps keep the 
mood light when “Prince of 
Persia” threatens to take itself 
too seriously. Gyllenhaal has

their private life,” said El 
Hassan Neffali, an organizer 
of the Mawazine Festival. 
“Somebody’s private life is one 
thing, and their art or creative 
activities are another.” 

The festival is under the 
patronage of King Mohammed 
VI — a powerful gesture in 
a country that remains an 
absolute monarchy and where 
the king, a descendant of 
Islam’s Prophet Muhammad, is 
also “Amir al-Mumineen,” or 
commander of the believers. 
Moroccan officials 

acknowledge that they back 
the festival, along with dozens 
of others through the spring 
and summer, as a means to 
promote cultural diversity 
and openness in society. The 
cultural drive, along with new 
schools, housing projects and 
a vast program to reform the 
official teaching of Islam, is 
viewed as part of the king’s 
broader plan to modernize 
society while offering an 
alternative to the Islamist 
groups that have become the 
country’s biggest political 
force. 

Abdellah Taia, a Moroccan 
writer and its most prominent 


gay advocate, said that while 
Moroccan gays continue to 
suffer from abuse, the country 
is evolving faster than any 
other in the Arab world. He 
noted that even the official Le 
Matin newspaper, considered 
the mouthpiece for the royal 
palace, came out strongly in 
support of John’s visit. 

“Have we (Moroccans) 
become so intolerant that we 
refuse and fight differences, 
which are to humanity what 
seasons are to life?” Le Matin 
said in backing the concert. 
Taia — who lives in France 
— said, however, “I just wish 
they’d extend the support they 
give Elton John to ordinary 
Moroccan gays.” 

A sign of Morocco’s 
evolution, Taia said, is the 
creation of a new local word 
to describe homosexuality in 
Arabic: “Mithly,” replacing 
the pejorative usual phrase of 
“an act against nature.” 

The first gay magazine in the 
Arab world, called Mithly, 
appeared last month in 
Morocco, although it is sold 
under the counter because 
it didn’t get a distribution 
license. □ 
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Stocks fade late as euro sinks; Dow ends under 10K

NEW YORK - A drop in the 
euro set off a late-day slide in 
stocks Wednesday and sent the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
to its first close below 10,000 
in nearly four months. 

The Dow, up 135 points in 
morning trading, ended down 
about 69. It was the eighth 
drop for the Dow in 10 days. 
Wednesday’s trading extended 
a streak of volatility since 
stocks went to their highest 
level of the year in late April. 
The late reversal underscored 
how jittery traders are about 
Europe. They are worried that 
heavy debt loads in European 
countries and more rounds 
of cost-cutting will hamper 
a recovery there, which 


could spread quickly to other 
regions. 

“We had a nice rally all day 
and we expected it to have had 
legs,” said Phillip Orlando, 
chief equity market strategist 
at Federated investors in New 
York, which manages about 
$400 billion. The sudden sell- 
off, he said, suggests “that 
investors are as nervous as a 
long-tailed cat in a roomful of 
rocking chairs.” 

The euro fell in late trading, 
pulling major stock indexes 
lower, following a Financial 
Times report that China is 
reviewing its holdings of 
European government bonds 
because of the crisis in 
government debt there. 

China has been seeking 
ways to diversify its massive 


foreign exchange holdings 
out of dollars for some time. 
However any indication that 
it was losing confidence in 
the euro, leading it to sell 
some portion of its European 
bond holdings, would deliver 
a major blow to the European 
currency. 

The sliding euro has become a 
symbol of waning confidence 
in Europe’s ability to contain 
its debt problems. The euro 
remains close to the four-year 
low it hit last week. It fell to 
$1.2179 Wednesday. 

“The inability of the market 
to hang on to the early gains 
today certainly does not send 
a very positive message,” said 
Teddy Weisberg, a New York 
Stock Exchange floor trader 
with Seaport Securities. “It’s 


a function of there being no 
confidence among investors.” 
The Dow fell 69.30, or 0.7 
percent, to 9,974.45. It was the 
first close below 10,000 since 
Feb. 8 when the Dow finished 
at 9,908. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 6.08, 
or 0.6 percent, to 1,067.95. 
The Nasdaq composite index 
closed down 15.07, or 0.7 
percent, to 2,195.88. 

About two stocks rose for every 
one that fell on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Consolidated 
volume came to 7.1 billion 
shares, compared with 7.4 
billion traded Tuesday. 
Treasury prices pared an early 
slide as investors late in the 
day went back in search of safe 
investments. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 3.19 percent from 
3.16 percent late Tuesday. 
Crude oil rose $2.76 to $71.51 
per barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. Gold 
rose. The stock slump at day’s 
end marked an opposite to 
the pattern seen on Tuesday, 
when traders chipped away at 
a steep slide by the close and 
the major indexes ended little 
changed. 

The slide in stocks has rattled 
investors still shaken by the 
market’s plunge in late 2008

and early 2009. 

“Everyone is so scared from 
what happened back in the 
big crash and now they’re 
just all gun-shy,” said Frank 
Ingarra, co-portfolio manager 
at Hennessy Funds. 

Stocks were higher for most of 
the day after traders focused 
on economic news. Two 
reports from the Commerce 
Department offered the 
latest evidence that the U.S. 
economy is improving. Orders 
for big-ticket manufactured 
goods rose 2.9 percent last 
month. It was the biggest jump 
in three months and more than 
double the gain economists 
polled by Thomson Reuters 
had forecast. 

U.S. manufacturing has 
been strong throughout the 
recovery. April’s figures 
were boosted by a big rise 
in transportation orders. 
Excluding transportation, 
orders fell 1 percent. 

The government also said that 
sales of new single-family 
homes rose 14.8 percent to an 
annual rate of 504,000 units 
after buyers raced to secure 
an expiring tax credit. That 
followed a 29.8 percent rise 
in March that was the biggest 
increase in 47 years. The 
latest gain was well ahead of 
estimates. □ 


Economic gains may not mean 
votes for Democrats

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - The U.S. economy 
has begun to rebound from a long recession, but 
Democrats could struggle to reap the rewards 
in November’s congressional elections given 
persistently high unemployment and a gloomy 
voter mood. 

Opinion polls show that Americans are still 
deeply worried about their jobs and finances 
despite recent signs of recovery, crimping 
Democratic hopes that an improved economic 
climate would help them retain control of 
Congress in November. 

“Democrats are right when they say the 
economy is improving, but people just don’t 
feel it,” said Karlyn Bowman, who analyzes 
public opinion at the American Enterprise 
Institute think tank. 

“It takes a long time for the public to sense 
change, and I think that’s particularly true on 
something as close to people as employment or 
the economy,” Bowman added. 

President Barack Obama and his fellow 
Democrats frequently tout the economy’s 
gradual climb out of its worst recession in 70 
years, noting it has recorded growth in three 
straight quarters and added jobs for four straight 
months. 

But the national unemployment rate remains 
stubbornly high at 9.9 percent, while Wall 
Street has been experiencing wild mood swings, 


fueling broad economic uncertainty five months 
before the congressional elections. 

And while consumer spending has been picking 
up pace, surveys of consumer confidence show 
sentiment still fragile. 

Jobs and the economy top the list of worries by 
far in public opinion polls. An AP-Gfk/Roper 
poll this month found nearly two-thirds of 
Americans knew someone who had lost a job 
in the last six months. 

A Quinnipiac University poll released on 
Wednesday found that 74 percent of Americans 
believe the country is still in recession, 50 
percent disapprove of Obama’s handling of 
the economy and more voters believe Obama’s 
policies have hurt rather than helped their 
personal finances. 

Economic concerns are the biggest factor in a 
sour public mood that has already sent some 
incumbents in both parties to defeat and fueled 
Republican hopes of regaining majorities in the 
House of Representatives and Senate. 

‘BAD TIMES’ 

“The folks on Wall Street and ... in D.C. 
may see an improving economy, but until 
unemployment begins to fall significantly, 
voters still think we’re in bad times,” said 
Quinnipiac University pollster Peter Brown. 
“Until Americans stop thinking we’re in a 
recession, the White House can’t stop holding 
its breath,” Brown added. □

Czechs down U.S. 
4-2 in friendly

EAST HARTFORD, Connecticut (AP) — The Czech Republic 
exposed the United States ’ defensive deficiencies time and again, 
taking advantage of sloppy play in a 4-2 victory Tuesday in the 
first of three World Cup warmup matches for the Americans. 
Maurice Edu opened the scoring in the 17th minute in front of 
a crowd of 36,218 at Rentschler Field, only to have the Czechs 
surge ahead with goals from Tomas Sivok in the 44th and Jan 
Polak in the 58th. 

Second-half substitute Herculez Gomez equalized for the U.S. 
when he beat Czech goalkeeper Petr Cech in the 65th following 
a backheel pass by Brian Ching. 

Martin Fenin put the Czechs ahead again when he beat backup 
U.S. keeper Brad Guzan in the 78th after Heath Pearce, Clarence 
Goodson and Steve Cherundolo failed to clear a ball in front of 
goal. 

“A lot of energy at times. A little bit crazy,” U.S. coach Bob 
Bradley said. “In the process of trying to put so much into it I 
think at times we left ourselves wide open.” 

Tomas Necid sealed the win in the 90th after Edu jumped and 
failed to clear a pass, giving Necid an open path to the goal. 
The Czech Republic failed to qualify for the World Cup. 
Bradley planned to cut seven players Wednesday and announce 
his final 23-man World Cup squad. 

“We’re all nervous,” Gomez said, “anxiously awaiting Bob’s 
decision.” Next up is another warmup against Turkey in 
Philadelphia on Saturday, a day before the Americans leave for 
South Africa. Once there, the U.S. has a final friendly against 
Australia on June 5, one week before its World Cup opener 
against England. Gomez, DaMarcus Beasley and Stuart Holden 
had excellent games that appeared to boost their chances. 

AC Milan defender Oguchi Onyewu played 65 minutes and 
struggled in his first match since knee surgery. Eddie Johnson 
was at forward for the first half and didn’t do much. 

“I didn’t feel rusty at all,” Onyewu said. “I don’t think there was 
any moment in the game that the speed got over me. I think I 
neutralized their strikers and they didn’t get anything on me.”

Told to be more aggressive 
early, then to use more drop 
shots late, Federer wound up 
with a 7-6 (4), 6-2, 6-4 victory 
over Alejandro Falla in the 
second round. 

“Those were good things he 
told me,” said the top-ranked 
Federer, the French Open’s 
defending champion for the 
first time. “Those little details 
make a crucial difference.” 
The defending women’s 
champion, sixth-seeded 

Svetlana Kuznetsova, 

encountered quite a bit more 
trouble than Federer did — 
she faced four match points 
in the second set against 
41 st-ranked Andrea Petkovic 
and was so distraught she 
whacked herself in the leg 
with her racket. 

Petkovic made matters easier 
with unforced groundstroke 
errors on all four of those 
chances to win, though, and 
Kuznetsova eventually came 
all the way back for a 4-6, 7-5, 
6-4 victory — but not before 
wasting three match points of 
her own. 

“I’m not really sure what 
happened,” Kuznetsova said. 
“I saw that she got tight.” 

Also into the third round was 
No. 2 Venus Williams, who 
walloped one serve at 128 
mph in a 6-2, 6-4 victory over 
Arantxa Parra Santonja, then 
effortlessly volleyed aside 
a series of questions about 
her seemingly see-through 
dress in the postmatch news 
conference. 

It’s the same corset-like outfit 
— with a lacy, black overlay 
and bright red trim on the 
bodice — that Williams wore 
in her first-round match, and 
it’s garnered more attention 
than her play so far. 

Other winners included No. 
3 Caroline Wozniacki, No. 
14 Flavia Pennetta, No. 15 
Aravane Rezai, No. 19 Nadia 
Petrova and Williams’ next 
opponent, No. 26 Dominika 
Cibulkova, a semifinalist last 
year.

the night. 

Nothing quite so dramatic 
happened on that same court 
several hours earlier, when 
Federer met Falia, a left-hander 
ranked 70th who entered the 
day 11-13 at Grand Slams, 53- 
60 overall. 

Here, then, is what passes for 
intrigue when Federer faces 
anyone other than Rafael 
Nadal at Roland Garros: Falla 
flicked a passing shot up the 
line to break serve and take a 
6-5 lead in the first set. 

Given a chance to serve out 
the set, Falla put a forehand 
into the net, sailed a backhand 
wide, watched Federer snap 
a volley winner, then sent a 
backhand long. And from 4-all 
in the tiebreaker, Federer took 
three points in a row, including 
an inside-out forehand winner 
that landed on a line to end a 
12-stroke exchange.Q

Parliament in its entirely agreed that the 
financial status of Amba is serious, which is 
further exacerbated by the stress in the General 
Retirement Fund, the Public Employee Pension 
Fund and the General Medical Insurance. 
Legally, the government is responsible for 
coverage should these funds mn into problems. 
Minister Mike de Meza said the possible 
solutions and even eventual measures will be 
discussed during the upcoming national/social 
dialogue with all social partners in Amba. 

He also gave an update on the Settlement 
Agreement with Valero. 


The agreement is subjected to Parliament 
approval and entails a new fiscal framework 
for the refinery. The new fiscal framework, 
according the Valero and the government 
could make it more attractive for Valero itself 
to re start its operations or to sell it to other 
companies. The settlement will also put an 
end to tax disputes between Valero and Amba, 
whereby the island will receive a 200 million 
sum. Should the refinery reopen under Valero, 
the company commits a minimum of 10 million 
florins annually in profit taxes, and should 
another company take over, the minimum is 15 
million florins.Q

Setar issues two scholarships for Aruban students 


Aiming for higher education abroad 



ORANJESTAD - The 
national telecommunication 
company Setar is sponsoring 
two scholarships for higher 
education abroad. The deal was 
reached yesterday between the 
Aruba Scholarship Foundation 
and Setar. The scholarships 
have each a value of U$ 7,500 
annually for a period of four 
years. 

Setar, according to its Director 
Roland Croe s, has been actively 
promoting education, directly 
and indirectly, many times out 
of the view of the public. But 
it has also supported many 
other activities geared toward 
the general population, for 
instance Carnival, the Easter 
Egg hunt and more. However, 
with this scholarship program, 
Setar aims to much more than 
just marketing. The program 
is a substantial contribution 
to the upgrading of Arubans 
and thus the community in 
general. 

The company is a long time 
contributor to the National 
Library, providing computers 
and also its DSL Internet 
service free of charge so 
students can make better 
use of digital information. 


Schools also have received 
internet infrastructure at no 
costs, to enable teachers 
and students alike to make 
use of the internet for their 
learning. Setar will continue 
with this commitment, which 
not necessarily are used for 
marketing purposes, but are 
geared to help Aruba develop 
better on the area of education, 
sports and general knowledge 
of the public. 

Mr. Clyde Harms of the Aruba 
Scholarship F oundation 

expressed his gratitude for the 
contribution of Setar, not just 
to the foundation, but more so 
as it is a great backing for the 
development of Aruba. The 
Foundation will administer the 
Setar scholarship program and 
will use the same criteria it has 
for granting scholarships for 
Aruban students who want to 
continue their higher education 
in the USA or in the region. 
Students who are granted 
the scholarship will have to 
maintain a high average score, 
if they want to keep the grant 
for the entire period of college. 
The scholarship is granted 
annually, meaning the student 
will have to apply annually 



for the support, by giving 
an inside of the personal or 
family financial situation and 
also the grades of the previous 
year. “The scholarship is not 
granted automatically for the 
entire college period,” Harms 
stressed. 

In fact, the conditions 
to continue receiving 
scholarships from the ASF 
entail a minimum of 3.0 
Grade Point Average, which 
is a B average. Moreover, the 
college and university has to 
be accredited. 

The ASF has been adhering 
to this protocol since its 
inception now 20 years ago. 
Moreover, those who receive 
the scholarship will also have 


to commit, by contract that 
they will return back to Aruba 
and work here for at least the 
length of period for which they 
received the financial backing. 
Should they prefer to remain 
abroad, then they will have to 
pay back the scholarship. 
Students applying for the 
Setar scholarship are not tied 
down to a particular study. 
There are limited study 
restrictions, according to the 
requirements set forth by the 
ASF, namely that the direction 
the applicants want to go is 
of relevance for Aruba. The 
scholarships are only for 
Aruban residents with the 
Dutch nationality, in order to 
ensure the money will benefit 


the community on the long 
run. The reason for granting 
scholarship for higher learning 
in the region or the USA, 
instead of the Netherlands, 
is because the success rate is 
higher, according to Clyde 
Harms, who also expressed 
the desire for more companies 
to contribute with scholarships 
and thus, follow the example 
of Setar. 

According to Setar Director 
Roland Croes, the company 
will allocate all information 
on the scholarship on a 
special website, which will 
also facilitate ASF that will 
be able to make use of the 
facility free of charge and 
administration!^

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Mystery Spirals on Mars Finally Explained

comfortably house the Grand Canyon.

Huge troughs curving 
outward from the north pole 
of Mars like the arms of a 
pinwheel were not carved into 
the polar ice caps by some 
mysterious force, researchers 
have discovered. Instead, the 
shifting pattern arose from 
a long process of formation 
and erosion that gave it the 
appearance of slowly moving 
and spiraling inward over 
time. 

A similarly snail-like process 
gave rise to the Chasma 
Boreale canyon that cuts into 
the side of the giant pinwheel 


pattern, known as the north 
polar layered deposits (NPLD). 
The unveiling of the origins 
of the canyon and NPLD 
came courtesy of ground- 
penetrating radar carried by 
two Mars orbiters. 

Scientists had previously 
favored the idea that a natural 
force recently carved both the 
canyon and pinwheel pattern 
into older geological deposits. 
But they could not test their 
theories beyond what they 
could see on the Martian 
surface, as if trying to judge a 
book by its cover. 

“Radar is like opening the 


book; we can read each page 
now,” said Isaac Smith, a 
planetary scientist at the 
University of Texas Austin. 
“People were looking at the 
outside and thinking they knew 
what the book was about, but 
they didn’t.” 

Such technology allowed 
scientists to take 2-D cross- 
section images of the troughs 
and reveal the layers within 
the walls, like snapshots in 
time going back through the 
red planet’s history. Radar also 
helped trace reflective markers 
that followed the geometry 
of underground structures to 
build up a 3-D sense of the 
layers. 

The radar studies do not answer 
the riddle of what changes 
in the Martian atmosphere 
spurred the formation of both 
the canyon and the younger 
spiraling troughs. But they 
do give scientists a new 
understanding of the timing 
of the processes that allow 
the wind and sun to shape the 
Martian surface over a certain 
period, and that may lead to 
more evidence-based climate 
models for the red planet. 

Not built in a day 
The Chasma Boreale appears to 
cut into the side of the ice-rich 
polar layered deposits which 
sprawl across 621 miles (1000 
kilometers) and are about 1.2 


miles (2 kilometers) thick. But 
the radar studies showed that 
the massive canyon formed 
long before the appearance of 
the shallower troughs which 
make up the spiraling arms. 
Some researchers had 
suggested that pressure- 
induced melting or sub-ice 
volcanic activity caused the 
canyon to appear. Yet the 
canyon’s birth turned out to 
result more from the slow 
workings of climate and 
time, rather than rapid or 
catastrophic forces. 

“There were many hypotheses 
about the Chasma Boreale, 
and all assumed it was a recent 
feature cut into the polar ice,” 
said Jack Holt, a geophysicist 
at the University of Texas, 
Austin. “But now we know 
it’s an old feature, and you can 
interpret the stratigraphy in 
that context.” 

Holt led the radar study on the 
Chasma Boreale, while his 
colleague Smith focused on 
the spiral troughs. Their two 
studies appear in the May 27 
issue of the journal Nature. 
Both the Chasma Boreale and 
the younger troughs formed on 
top of an older polar ice cap. 
Layers of water-ice and grit 
began depositing, and soon 
an early form of the canyon 
appeared. But it wasn’t alone; 
a similarly-sized canyon also 


began to take shape. 

Then something in the Martian 
climate caused the deposits to 
stop. Erosion then took over, 
as the wind wore at the surface 
and the sun caused some ice 
to sublimate and turn directly 
into vapor. There was no 
evidence of water melt from 
the radar studies, Holt told 
SPACE.com. 

Eventually the layers began 
depositing again on top of 
one another, and one of the 
canyons ended up getting filled 
in. But natural forces such as 
the wind somehow spared the 
Chasma Boreale by preventing 
deposits from filling it, and 
helped preserve the canyon 
that today stretches 311 miles 
(500 kilometers) long and 62 
miles (100 kilometers) wide. 
“The [canyon formation] 
happened for some time with 
no good age constraints,” 
Holt said. “That was about 75 
percent of the way through the 
history of this, but then the 
troughs started forming. We 
don’t know why.” 

Picking up good migrations 
The younger, shallowertroughs 
began to form sometime 
between 2.49 million years 
and 467,000 years ago. They 
represented depressions on top 
of about three quarters of built- 
up polar layered deposits, but 
they didn’t just sit still.□

BOGOTA (Reuters) - El 
candidato a la presidencia de 
Colombia por el Partido Verde, 
Antanas Mockus, anuncio el 
miercoles que en su eventual 
Gobiemo continuara con 
las fumigaciones aereas con 
quimicos de los cultivos de 
hoja de coca, la materia prima 
de la cocaina.

“El narcotrafico es tan grave 
en Colombia, causa tantas 
muertes, que no combatirlo 
seria irresponsable”, dijo 
Mockus en una conferencia 
de prensa con corresponsales 
internacionales. 

El candidato, quien se 
encuentra en un empate tecnico 
con el oficialista del Partido de 
la U, Juan Manuel Santos, en 
las encuestas sobre intencion 
de voto para las elecciones 
presidenciales del 30 de 
mayo, fue cuestionado por su 


posicion de fumigar cuando a 
nivel internacional los verdes 
defienden el medioambiente. 
De acuerdo con grupos 
ambientalistas, las 

fumigaciones de los cocales 
con quimicos causan graves 
danos a la flora y la fauna e 
incluso a la salud del hombre. 
“Hasta donde sea posible 
la erradicacion manual, que 
no corran peligro la vida de 
los erradicadores por gente 
que le dispara, se preferira la 
erradicacion manual, pero el 
Estado no renuncia a una de 
sus herramientas”, sostuvo 
Mockus. La fumigacion ha 
sido una de las herramientas 
mas efectivas para combatir 
los cultivos de hoja de coca 
en Colombia y ha contado con 
la ayuda de Estados Unidos 
que desde el ano 2000 ha 
entregado a Bogota mas de 
6.000 millones de dolares 
para programas antidrogas y 
de asistencia social.

GINEBRA (AFP) - Colombia debe aumentar la edad legal 
de casamiento, llevandola de 14 anos a 18, en sintonia 
con las normas internacionales, recomendo el Comite de 
Derechos Economicos, Sociales y Culturales de la ONU, 
en una resolucion difimdida este miercoles en Ginebra. “El 
Comite alienta (a Colombia) a aplicar la edad legal minima 
para contraer matrimonio, de 18 anos para las ninas y los 
ninos, de conformidad con las normas internacionales”, 
indico el documento. 

El Comite constata que en Colombia “esta permitido que 
los ninos se casen a los 14 anos con el consentimiento de 
un padre o tutor”, agrego la resolucion. 

Esa norma tiene “un impacto negativo en el disfrute por los 
ninos de sus derechos economicos, sociales y culturales, en 
particular los derechos a la salud y a la education”, senalo 
el documento. Integrado por 18 expertos independientes, 
encargados de vigilar que los Estados respeten el Pacto de 
la ONU en materia de derechos economicos, sociales y 
culturales, el Comite le pide tambien a Colombia que “le
